By section 8 of chapter 9, of the Revised Statutes, the State ^ 
Tréasurer is réquiréd to present annually, to the Legislature, a de- 
tailed statement of all moneys received into, and paid out of thc 
treasüty duritig the preceding fiseal year, showing: from -what* 
sources the samne’ were received and for what paiticular objeeti- 
or service they were paid out, "This he is enabled to do only toa- - 
partial extent; he having; owing to the'system under and by which: >: 
the ‘auditing: of aecounts against the State, and'the manner. ofc: 
drawing: moriéy on appropriations fromi the treasury, is carried ‘ony 
no knowledge for what pártiédlar ptirpose-the certificate of: they” 
Secretary of State,-on which the:tréasufer pays the amounts rien €` 
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tioned therein, can be given; the certificate of the secretary, direct- 
ed to the treasurer, in most cases merely stating from what parti- 
cular fund the amount appropriated to the individual and mention- 
ed therein, or audited by him, by virtue of some existing law, is 
to be paid. The certificates of the secretary, certified to the trea- 
surer, are paid by this office, the evidence of the claim against the 
State remaining in all cases with the auditor or Secretary of State. 
Under these circumstances I may be pardoned for not entering 
more fully in details, in this my annual report; I have, however, 
endeavored to make it as full and clear as possible, referring, at the 
same time, for a more detailed statement to the report of the secre- 
tary, who is both the auditor and book-keeper of the State, and 
who has all the records of accounts and appropriations readily at 
hand. i 


Fifty bonds issued by the State, for one thousand dollars each, . 


fall due on the first day of April, 1857, and in order that the good 
name and credit of the State may not be jeopardized by any delay 
in meeting her obligations, your attention is invited to the neces- 
sity of making, at an early day of the session of your honorable 
body, an appropriation to pay and take up those bonds when they 


become due. Deeming, as I do, that the State tax of three hund- 


red thousand. dollars, authorized to be raised by the last legislature, 


is not, and will not prove to be sufficient to meet the current ex-. 


penses of the present year and the amount already due and unpaid 
on former appropriations, and for the further reason (as the experi- 
ence of past years shows, and which -in all probability will be the 


case during the coming year, that a large amount of State revenue 
will remain unpaid for an indefinite period, subsequent to the time . 


appointed by law for the payment of State revenue into the State 
treasury, owing partly to the negligent manner in which the col- 
lection of taxes in certain portions of the State is carried on, and 
partly to the intentional neglect of county treasurers of paying info 
the State treasury at the proper time the taxes, which they have 
collected. I would suggest the propriety of ordering a new loan 
to be raised, as soon as the loan of fifty thousand dollars, above re- 
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ferred to, shall have been paid, which new loan I have no doubt 
could be obtained on very reasonable and advantageous terms. 

By section 5 of the banking law, all securities- for the redemp- 
tion of the notes of banks, organized under the said law, must be 
deposited with the State Treasurer. He is also required to keep a 
record of the circulating notes of each bank, as well as of the notes 
withdrawn from circulation and destroyed by the Bank Comptrol- 
ler, besides various other duties assigned to him in connection with 
the business of banking, as established by the laws of this State. 
I have endeavored to keep the records, etc., of this branch of my 
duties in a proper and accurate manner, and have succeeded in 
finishing up and rectifying a large portion of matter, which pro- 
perly ought to have been done by my predecessor in office, and in 
systematizing the business more effectually than it has heretofore 
been done. At present, the securities which I hold in trust for 
the duly organized banks in the State amount to two millions and 
one hundred and thirty thousand dollars ($2,130,000 00), a 
list of which is herewith annexed. 

Ig conclusion, I would say that it will give me pleasure in ex- 
hibiting to a committee of your honorable body, for examination, 
my books and papers, and in giving such further information, as to 
the manner in which the business in this office has been conduct- 
ed during the first year of my term of office, at any time such in- 
formation may be requested. All of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted.
